The library will be designed to 
house a maim reading room, peri- 
odical room, browsing areas, con- 
ference; typing and listening rooms 
and work and stack rooms. 

Methods of financing the project 
mentioned as possibilities, were a 
bond issue, a special tax, raising 
the existing tax rate to-the maxi- 
mum, or a combination of the two 
latter methods. 

Trustee Ted Nelson, Jr., sug- 
gested the possibility of coupling 
a bond issue with self-liquidating 
dormitories,
